“All dally papers devote pages every
week to sporting toples, because a large
portion of the public care a great deal
about such subjects, but the space de-
votad to lterature and kindred toples
is disproportionately meagrs, A puper
ilke the Bulletin appeajs to an intelli-
gent clagsg of readers, Thousands of
them are deeply Interested In what s
peeurring  in the world of thought.
Thousands of them think the appears
ance of a great book a more Impor-
tant event than the tragle death of a
vilgar and disreputable woman, tnd
care more to learn what the pocts and
novellsts, the historiang, the selentists
and philogopheng are dolng than they
do to be enlightened in regard to the
achlevements of the base ball players,
the bicyellsts and the race horsges, Of
conrse, a great paper must  gratlfty
many diverse tastes, hut la it not true
that the tastes of the Intellectual and
cultured classes are largely neglected
by most pupers?’

He
Nkes to read hook reviews, and there-
fore Imagines that Tom, Dick and
Harry share the game eagerness. Dut
do they?
